IS FEDERAL AID THE~0NLY ANSWER? 

Although not all the children of school age are enrolled 
to date in this area, the class rooms in both city and county 
arc reported to be crowded beyond their normal capacity. 
Increases over last year's enrollment has already brought 
about congestion ghich calls for larger facilities at many 
oi the local teaching centers. 

At least one additional school building is said to be 
badlv needed in the Louisville system today, with pros- 
pects calling for still more in the not too distant future. 
While in the count v the needs are still more pressing. The 
County Board has under consideration a $11,000.1)01) build- 
ing program in an effort to meet population growth. 

The trend seems to be country-wide. Meanwhile the 
demand for teachers is running far ahead of the supply to 
meet the instruction needs and to man the additional class 
rooms which, it is hoped, will be provided. Provided, if 
the funds are to be made available from the appropriate 
public sources. 

In financing school systems the administrators are fac- 
ing the problem of inflation and its effect on the value of 
the tax dollar, just as the individual is finding that his dol- 
lar buys far less today. So. it takes more dollars for two rea- 
sons: while there is more to be bought the purchasing 
power of the currency is less. 

In a recent editorial the Courier-Journal said: "This 
knowledge (of need for funds for expansion) must arouse 
new support for federal aid to education, without which 
the future of our schools— and of our children— grows in- 
creasingly uncertain."
